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DETAILED ACTION 

The Reply Filed by Applicant on 06/29/2009 is hereby acknowledged. The 
claims as amended now recite multiple sequence identifiers which are deemed to be 
patentably distinct inventions because different nucleic acid sequence molecules 
encode different proteins which are patentably distinct molecules. Accordingly, the 
currently pending claims 1-2, 4, 6-17, 19-24, 26-28, 30-32, 34-43, are generic to the 
cited sequences, and Applicant must select ONE nucleic acid sequence that represents 
their invention. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Applicants are reminded that nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins 
are structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another. These 
sequences are thus deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions 
within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 121 . Absent evidence to the contrary, each such 
nucleotide sequence is presumed to represent an independent and distinct invention, 
subject to a restriction requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 1.141 et seq. 

This requirement is not to be construed as a requirement for an election of 
species, since each nucleotide and amino acid sequence is not a member of single 
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genus of invention, but constitutes an independent and patentably distinct invention. 
Applicant must select ONE SEQ ID NO: representing the nucleic acid sequence for 
searching either SEQ ID NO:1 OR SEQ ID NO:3. The corresponding amino acid 
sequence will also be searched. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised tliat tlie reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
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may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of tiie ciaims encompassing 
tlie eiected invention.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorsliip must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
